lords and tho uncleanly habits of. the 
tenants wore alike unchecked either by law 
or by that force which is muoh greator than 
lnw and without which laws can noither be 
creatod nor onforced, the force of public 
opinion. 

Tho result was that the plaguo fiend 
upon his first visit in 1894 found the Colony 
a perfoct hot-bed of filth, richly manured 
for tho culture of the plague germs, 
The teeming population was housed almost 
exclusively in tonomont houses mostly built 
back to back without air or light; houses 
which it was nobody's business to clean 
and which consequently wero never clean- 
ed. Esch tint probably contained a 
number of cubicles, each cubicle ,was the 
home of a family in which tho family slept, 
and ate, and worked, und played.

The only means by which light or air 
could penetrate into these foul dons was by 
the narrow windows at the extreme front 
of the fists.

there could be no through draughts ; in the 
stagnant air the fumes of foood, tobacco, 
and all, tho’ other concomitanta of Chinese 
life hung like a pall,” et 

If vor a city deserved a plague epidemic’ 
Hongkong deserved it richly in 1894. 

Since 1804 the ssnitary history of tho 
Colony has consisted of one long struggle 
on tho part of tho apostles of health aga’ 
the. greed.of the property owners on the 
one hand and the poverty and ignorance 
of the people on the other. ; 

Stop by step the forces of health havi 
progressed ;- back yards, ‘back windows, 
open spaces, concrete and coment, time-

Public opinion has been educated, the 
dread of quarantine restrictions has 
aroused the morchanta to a trud perception 
of their intorosts and great. progress’ bas 
‘been made.
